Cut to North, 


Russians Repulse Invaders And Repair 


Line But Japs Force Ahead 


Like Fiends.

Rome, March 9—(3:50 p. m.)—Authoritive dispatches 
received 
here 


state that the Japs got behind Mukden last night and cut the 
railroad. 


This morning a vast force of Russians routed the invaders, who were few 
in number, repaired the line, and traffic has been resumed. The Russians 
are flying north 
with 
all 
possiblehaste. 


St. Petersburg March 9—3 p. m.)—General Nogi, according 
to 
the 


latest authentic Russian reports, has already reached a point opposite the 
station of Souhatai, half way between Mukden and Tie Pass, but it is be- 
lieved that his left is swinging still further north for a blow at the line of 
communications which would realize Field Marshal 
Oyoma's 
-plan 
for 


closing the iron ring. 


The Tokio report that the railroad is actually cut, is not confirmed 


here, the telegraph uoffice on the contrary, declaring that 
communication 


with Genera) -Kuropatkin is still open. 


The losses already 
exceed those of any battle of the war. While the 


defeat of Kuropatkin has revived the talk of peace it is too early yet to 
measure its full effect. If Kuropatkin succeeds in drawing off his army, no 
matter how badly shattered, the war officft insists that the situation will 
be unchanged.

This was espe- 
cially so on the subway, on which, by 
he time the evening rush hours came, 
express service had been established 
in affairs had almost resumod their 
normal aspect. On the elevated lines 
service was more irregular, but cdn- 
tinued to improve, especially oil the 
Sixth avenue line. There was-practi- 
cally no disorder and only a few 
minor accidents occurred during the 
aay. 


Officials of the Interborottgh com 


pany expressed confidence that they 
had the situation well in hand and 
that a few days would see a full re- 
sumption of service on all lines. The 
officials announced that they had rc- 
cehred assurances of the intention of 
60 per cent of the strikers to resume 
work as individuals, and that 40 of the 
old motormen had already been taken 
back.

It is esti- 
mated that the Japanese have lost

Details of 


the combat are lacking, but it is be- 
lieved that the Japanese have cut the 
railway northj,pf Mukden, leaving only 
the roadways and a light railway froiri 
Fushun to Tie pass as avenues for the 
retreat of the Russians, but army 
headquarters refrain from affirming or 
denying a report to that effect. It is 
thought that Mukden is still in the 
hands of the Russians.

gic net sufficiently to prevent a sue 
feasful retreat to Tie pass. General 
Renn^nkampffs fore? to the eastward 
admittPdly is in great danger of being 
cut off, and a considerable force of 
Japanese appears lo be operating on 
the Russian right well toward Tie 
pass 
If the Japanese succeed in 


reaching tho railroad and interrupting 
traffic, if only for a few hours, it may 
have the greatest consequences for 
General Kuropatkin, who is now en 
ffagf'd in a literal rac.e with the Jap- 
anese to reach a naturally defensible 
position -10 miles northward. Thus far 
he has stood off all attacks directly 
against the flanks of his army, and 
holds the wny of retreat open. He un- 
doubtedly was forced to abandon a 
number of siege guns on his Shakne 
position, but if he succeeds in turning 
over the army intact, with the princi- 
pal portion of its artillery train, to his 
successor, the Russian case will be by

Russians Cling to Mukden. 


Mukden, March 9.—Mukden is still 


in the hands of the Rusisans, but with- 
drawal from the line of the Shakhe 
river is in full progress.

a right-angled position, one side paral- 
lel with the railroad and 3% miles dis- 
tant, and the rear facing northward 
three 
miles north of the imperial 


tombs. The Russians have retired 
aomewhat from the positions they oc- 
cupied in the region of Talchekio, but 
are making a strong stand. The cas- 
ualties on the Russian left flank on 
Tuesday exceed 7,000. The losses on 
both sides have been enormous. The 
burning of the commissariat ware- 
house and the destruction of supplies 
south of Mukden, which has been in 
progress several days, is said by Rus- 
sian officers to be complete.

Advises Drastic Measures. 


St PtersVurg, March 9. — A sensa- 


tion was'eansed by a leading editorial 
in the Moscow Gazette, the tradition- 
al spokesman of autocracy, declaring 
that the present revolt in the interior 
should be put down immediately in 
the fashion which General Michael 
Muravieff 
crushed the 
Polish and 


Lithuanian 
rebellion in 
1863. "It 


would be a saci sacrifice of life," says 
tte Gazette, "but a hundred times less 
now than if the revolt were allowed 
to continue until it becomes absolute- 
ly necessary to take decisive steps." 


Spies Captured by Russians. 


Mukden, March 9.—A large number 


of Japanese and Chinese spies have 
been 
captured the last three days 


within the Russian lines. The former 
were specially bold. A Japanese offi- 
icer in full uniform was captured in- 
side the position of the Russian bat- 
teries. For several days the Japanese 
have been throwing proclamations in- 
ride the Russian lines and distributing 
them in Mukden, warning the inhab- 
itants of the approaching bombard- 
ment of Mukden, and predicted the 
capture of the city by March 10. 


Against Landed Proprietor*. 


St Petersburg, March 9.—The peas- 


ant movement against the landed pro- 
prietors of central Russia is growing 
stronger. Bands of armed peasaats 
•re marching through villages and de- 
stroying property. They have even 
entered the town of Ranzaw, where 
tho police force Is not sufficient to 
tope with them.

SANTA FE CASK. 


Frtight Auditor of System Testifies a* 


to Overcharge*. 


Topeka, Kan., March 9.—During the 


year ending June 30, 1^02, Atcblson, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad com- 
pany paid back to shippers the sum of 
$1,198,352. This fact was developed in 
the 
examination of F. W. Healy, 


freight aditor of the Santa Fe, before 
the attorney general, who is taking 
depositions in the case he has insti- 
tuted to ascertain whether or not the 
Santa Fe is violating the anti-trust 
law of Kansas. Mr. Healy said that 
this amount constitutes the total of 
overcharges made for the year and 
that he could give the names of the 
shippers to whom, payments were 
made without referring to the original 
vouchers. He said that it would take 
three or four months to get the vouch- 
ers, and on the advice of R. W. Dun- 
lap, general attorney for the Santa Fe, 
Mr. Healy 
temporarily declined to 


consent 
to an examination of his 


vouchers and records. It is the theory 
of the state these overcharges are in 
reality rebates, and that an examina- 
tion of the vouchers will show that 
the greater portion of the payments 
have been made to the Standard Oil 
company and other monopolies.
